‘We believe that 
this description can be applied to the vast 
majority of the Irish peopie. Alas! mere 
willingness to do one’s duty is a very 
different thing from duty done. Dublin's 
attitude to yesterday 's passage of the dead 
was a negative condemnation of their 
murder—but negative condemnation is 
not enough. To-day the bodies of these 
ten officers will be borne through London, 
and Services will be held for them in 
Westminster Abbey and at Westminster 
Cathedral. The King will be represented 
at both Services. The Prime Minister 
will be present in the Abbey. Other 
Ministers will go to the Cathedral, where 
Cardinal Bourne will assist at the Requiem 
Mass for the three Roman Catholic 
officers. The religious and military dignity 
of these arrangements cannot fail to re- 
mind everybody of the reception of the 
Unknown Soldier on Armistice Day. This 


| is the second of two national tributes to 


the fallen brave. To-day, however, all 
men know the names of the dead and the 
cause of their death. They are the 
victims, not of a foreign war, but of con- 
spiracy at home. They fell, not in fair 
fight, but by the assassin’s hand. Their 
fate has brought upon Ireland the bitter 
anger of the whole British people. 
Our respect for the dead will not 
compensate Great Britain for Dublin's 
failure to prevent their deaths, and 
will not remove the blot which 
these deaths have put upon the 
fame of Ireland.

Britain and France. 


The arrival of the French Prime Minister 
in London yesterday is likely to be fol- 
lowed by a political conference of the first 
importance. M. Leygues is accompanied 
by M. Phillipe Bertholot, who is per- 
manent Chief of the French Foreign Office, 
and largely responsible for the Treaty of 
Sévres. To-day or to-morrow a meeting will 
take place with Mr. Lloyd George, and 
Signor Giolitti has been invited to attend. 
Since the last meeting between the Allied 
Premiers many events of far-reaching im- 
portance have. changed the. whole com- 
plexion of international politics, and the 
main purpose of M. Leygues’s visit to 
London is to bring the foreign pelicies of 
Britain and France into line with each 
other. M.. Leygues is the alter ego of 
President Millerand—so far, at any rate, 
as foreign affairs are concerned. His task 
is to carry out his predecessor's pro- 
gramme, of which the cardinal item is the 
maintenance and strengthening of the 
entente with this country. Since M. 
Leygues. assumed office two things have 
happened which have made a profonnd 
impression in France. In Russia General 
Wrangel’s gallant adventure has come to 
a tragic end, and in Greece M. Venizelos 
has shared the fate of President Wilson 
in America. The French Government some 
months ago made. the mistake of granting 
official recognition to General Wrangel. 
Therefore, it finds itself now in a peculiar 
position. Britain’s policy in the matter 
has been rather hazy. Hitherto our Govern- 
ment has recognised nobody ‘in Russia, 
but has been engaged in an effort to bring 
about the resumption of trade relations 
with that country as a sort of prelude to 
peace. Thete are signs that France is 


British view. in this respect. Consequently 
M. Leygues and Mr. Lloyd George may 
be able to formulate a ‘common policy 
towards Russia. | 

In one respect the question of Greece is 
much ‘easier than that of Russia; in 
another it is even more baffling. Here the 
French and British attitudes already are 
almost identical. Neither Government 
wishes to interfere. in Greek domestic 
affairs, but neither will permit a renewal 
of the dangerous intrigues of ex-King 
Constantine in the Near East. While,

The 
old confidence between the two nations has 
been shaken by irresponsible critics, and 
a large section of French opinion is pro- 
foundly distrustful of our policy. Mr. 
Lloyd George should seize the opportunity 
of M. Leygues’s visit tq tell him exactly 
how Britain stands. France is ignorant 
of the precise direction of British foreign 
policy—largely, no doubt, because Britain 
herself is ignorant of it. It is high time, 
however, that a definite foreign policy 
should be adopted, and its guiding prin- 
‘ciple should. be a close alliance with 
France. Every British Minister pays 
| almost, daily lip-service to this principle. 
The moment now has come “o do some 
thing more. M. Leygues is a warm irfend 
of the British people, and is ready to make 
many concessions to their traditional point 
of view. If the Government meets him in 
the same spirit, the coming conference may 
produce excellent results. We need France, 
and France needs us. That is the lesson 
whicli is written across the history of every 
passing day.

A Big Project. 


The Civil Engineering Department of 
the Ministry of Transport has prepared an 
elaborate scheme for harnessing the tides. 
It proposes to transform the estuary of 
the Severn into a huge locked basin, and 
to convert a beautiful valley which lies a 
considerable height above sea level into a 
gigantic reservoir. By these means it hopes 
to “trap” sufficient water to drive 
turbines which will. generate electricity at 
the rate of 500,000 horse-power every ten 
hours. The scheme is attractive. It holds 
out the prospect that smoke and grime 
may be banished from a great part of 
industrial England, and that the country 
may be provided with a cheap and highly 
efficient transport system, with which a 
miners’: strike could not interfere. We 
fear, however, that the probable cost 
makes its execution impossible. The 
scheme would involve the employment. of 
hundreds of technical experts and 
| thousands of labourers for many years, and 
lit is doubtful whether even a modern 
Budget would cover its cost. What would 
happen if the work were started and 
hundreds of millions were spent, and then 
it was found that the engineers had 
made a vital miscalculation? While 
it 1s right that the Ministry's engineers 
should take an occasional peep into the 


far ahead. At present there is plenty of 
scope for their energy and ingenuity in 
devising improvements in our transport 
systems which are capable of immediate 
execution. ' 


Food Prices. 


The Food Controller believes that we 
are on the eve of better times, and that 
during the next few months the cost of 
the necessaries of life will show a con- 
sistent tendency to fall. There is sound 
evidence to support this view. For 
centuries wages have fluctuated as the 
price of bread has varied. The price of 
wheat influences the price of every other 
commodity. During the last few weeks its 
tendency has been distinctly downwards. 
Owing to the plentiful crors and a falling 
demand in the United States, Canada, 
Australia. and elsewhere farmers and 
merchants have not easily disposed of 
their stocks without substantial conces- 
sions, and, although we are still a 
long way from cheap bread, the overtak- 
ing of demand by supply will have its in- 
evitable effect. The supply é6f sugar has 
become so plentiful that the Ministry of 
Food. has decided to abolish ration cards 
on Monday next. After that date the 
housewife will be able to buy as much as 
she wants. The restoration of freedom in 
this respect is welcome, but probably it 
will ‘make very little difference to the 
householder until a further fall in the 
price takes place. Most of us have 
found that we can get along with less 
sugar than we consumed before the war, 
and are not inclined to return to old 
habits so long as the price is 700 per cent. 
higher than it. was six years ago. With 
an abundant supply, however, the price is 
bound to fall.
